IMPROVING THE VIOLIN. 


"@ String Prop” Makes New Har 
monies a Possibility. 

An ianovation in violin making that 
is attracting considerable attention hag 
been brought about through the inge- 
puilty of Lester L. Sargent of Washing: 
ton, who has contrived a simple but 
distinctly useful “G string prop” to eu- 
able 4x vieliniat ta nley aimnitananns- 
ly on three strings of his instrument, 
whereas heretofore it has been possible 
for him to play sustained chords of 
two notes only ata time. Thus the do- 
minion of the “king of instruments” 
will be extended into the realm of bhar- 
mony as well as of melody. 

The new device itself is a small 
wedge shaped piece of bridge wood in- 
serted on the violin bridge under the G 
string. Its dimensions, while depend- 
ent to some extent on the height of the 
bridge on the particular violin on 
which it {s to be used and the character 
of the music to be playe@ are or- 
dinarily as follows; Thickness, three 
sixty-fourths of an inch; length, five- 
elghths of an inch; width, three-six- 
teenths of an inch or slightly less. The 
hypotenuse of the prop is curved to fit 
smoothly on the bridge of the violin, 
and a notch for the G string is also 
made. To erect the device on the vio- 
lin is an easy matter, it being only nec- 
essary to turn down the G atring about 
a tone, to Insert the prop underneath 
and then to turn up the string with 
care. In effect it becomes a component 
part of the bridge Itself, but it can al- 
ways be easily removed. 

This method of elevating the G just 
enough to be sounded simultaneously 
with the D and A strings takes away 
the mechanical obstacle that Ole Bull 
managed to overcome by menns of a 
flat bridge and his remarkable tours de 
force, but which no other violinist has 
attempted to cope with, 

That this method of playing is en- 
tlrely novel is evidenced by the fact 
that all works on orchestration have 
stated that sustained chords on the 
violln are restricted to two notes and 
that three and four voiced chords must 
be played as arpeggios, But a new and 
beautiful effect is now placed at the 
command of the violinist, although it 
is true that there are few compositions 
In which use has been made of the pox 
sibilities of writing beautiful chords on 
the three lower strings of the violin 
De Beriot has a notable passage in his 
Fifth Concerto, but it remains chiefly 
for future composers of music for the 
violin to enlarge the present excellent 
repertory of the violin with composi. 
Gions containing violin harmony.—New

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LONDON’S DAY OF DARKNESS, 


Btack Fog Blots Out Daylight Over 
Great Metropolis. 


Daylight was Motted ont in London 
on a recent occasion by the blackest 
fog-pall seen for many years. During 
the greater part of the ay the whole 
me*ropolitan area was plunged into 
a darkness worse than night. 

If. instead of hovering at a height 
of three or four hundred fert inethe 
air, the lowering banks of pitch black 
vapor had descended and settled in 
the streets, the result would undoubdt- 
edly have been the densest and most 
disastrous fog within living memory 

Luckily there was just gaficient 
wind overhead to keep the ‘og-banks 

entiy on the move. Inatead of hav- 
ng to fight through the densest for 
on record, London merely hed to kin- 
dle its myriad lights to illumine a 
midday midnight. Most of the raib 
wavs were able to work with their 
ordinary signal ff 

The only trace of fog in the streete 
was in the form of misty distances, 
a little denser in some streets than 
others, just as ordinarily distinguish 
a November night. But. compara- 
tively clear as the atmosphere was 
below the fog-hanka, the outlook wae 
so intensely dark that London's full 
lighting capacity had to be requisi- 
tioned. and even then the day was 
not so bright as a normal night. 

On the expert estimate that the cort 
t> the metropolis for extra illumin- 
ants alone during a dense fog aver- 
ages $10.000 an hour, the darkness re- 
sulted in a loss of not less than 
$50,000. 

Apart from the weird unfamiliarity 
ot blazing shop windows, flashing 
street lamps and electrically illumin- 
ated advertisements and the constant 
hurrying stream of brilliantly lighted 
motor-omnibuses at midday, there 
were many eerie phases of the dark- 
ness, 

It was at all times possible on the 
Embankment to see the dim outlines 
of buildings on the other aide of the 
Thames, but it was an altogether novel 
experience to see a_ busy daytime 
traffic of barges and tugs up and 
down the river with lichte flashing 
out in the worse than midnight dark- 
ness, 

The pitchy blackness overhead made 
the Thames a river of ink. in which 
the seagulls floating on the tide liter-

THE TREE’S ROOTS. 


Something About What Is Called Plant 
intelligence.

it seut so many roots down Into the 
garden nnd so robbed the garden vege- 
tablea of the fertilizers that we cut the 
roots off and dug a trench to keep the 
tree from sending more, Now, the gar- 
deher thought the tree divined the rich 
pasturnge down below there and reach- 
ed for it accordingly. The truth is, I 
suppose, thut the roots on that side 
foand a little more and better soll and 
so pushed on till they reached the gar- 
den, where they were at once so well 
fed that they multiplied and extended 
themselves rapidly, ‘The tree waxed 
strong and every season sent more and 
stronger roots into the garden.—Jobn 
Burroughs in Outing Miugazine, .

PAVED WITH SKULLS, 


Wealth Thrown Away by Bone Hunt. 
ors of Kansas Prairies. 


Though comparatively few ople 
know it, there was a day when Seneca 
street, on the west_side, was paved 
with buffalo ekulls and horns, and 
many a horse has been snagged by 
the crooked horns which stuck up 
through the road in muddy times, 
says the Wichita correspondent oj the 
Topeka Capital. For a ge J tine in 
an early day all travelers by wagon 
to the west avoided this street on this 
account. 

In the light of su 
this was the most expensive pavement 
on earth. A pair of buffalo horns and 
the head of an animal of that breed 
will easily bring $400. Thousands of 
them were thrown away in an early 
day, and it happened that Seneca 
street was the dumping ground for 
them. 

When the first settlers struck this 
part of the country farming was vir 
tually impossible, and mighty little 
of it was done at the start. One of

| the first things the newcomer learned 


was that he could sell buffalo bones 
in Wichita, and as the prairies were 
covered with them he loaded up his 
wagon with the only crop in sight 
and drove in. Everybody did it. 

When Senator Hemenway, of In 
diana. who had a claim in Harpe- 
County in those days, begins to talk 
about his Kansas experience, the first 
thing he recounts is that he hauled 
buffalo bones to Wichita. Nearly all 
the newcomers believed they could 
sell skull and horns, too, so they 
brought them along with the rest of 
the bones. But there were no market 

uotations on skulls and horns, ant 
the city authorities made the new 
comers take them out of town on 
their return trips. Some one started 
dumping at Seneca street, then a 
country rond and section line, and 
everybody followed his example. 

It is a singular thine, but no old 
settler seems to remember what wae 
given for a toad of buffalo bones in 
those days. About the only man who 
seemed to put a value on the skull 
and horns at that date was Father 
Bliss, an ancient character who lived 
in a queer little house which stood on 
the corner of First and Main streets 
A peculiarity of the house was that it 
had a curved roof like a houseboat, 
Father Bliss had a weakness for col 
lecting the larger buffalo ‘heads and 
piling them on his roof, much to the 
amusement of the citizens. 

The buffalo bones were collected 
here and shipped by the ton to New 
England and made into buttons and 
like articles. This trade followed the 
heavy transactions in hides and robes 
which wiped out the American bison 
It was a commercialism which took 
everything. even his bones, for profit. 
but, stupid as commercialism usually 
is. threw away the heads, which are 
now the most valuable.

Of course 
he was rejoiced when they gave them 
to» him! Yes, and no, Two of the 
leaders wanted the money to be given 
t> him at nce, but the men who uec- 
tually handlel the cash said that it 
is not seemly to give a man money, 
and so they had two gold bangles 
made of the coins, and gave the 
bangles to him to wear!

DANGEROUS FISH. 


Ways of the Green Moray of Bermuda 
and the Devilfish. 

When one speaks of dangerous fish 
the first that come to mind are the 
shark and the octopus. Kut oeither of 
these is really formidable to fishermen. 
The shark peven attacks a bout and the 
ovtopus very rarely. 

A twuch worse creature than elther 
shark or octopus is the devilfish—a 
large ray tbat is common in the warm 
waters of the Atlantic. This fish 
grows to a weight of a ton and a bait 
and, besides formidable teeth, is arm- 
ed with a horrible barbed und polsoned 
spike in the tall. It has often beeo
